If we are out of a variety you order, your 
money will be refunded—unless you give us permission to make a sub- 
stitution in size or variety.

We grow Gladiolus because of the pleasure we derive from their 
culture. We are engaged in growing those which appeal to us as being 
the best varieties for one reason or another. 

In our opinion, each variety listed in our catalog has merit and 
is worthy of your consideration. As to whether you will like a particu- 
lar variety may depend on your personal preferences and the purpose 
for which you wish to use the flowers.

GLAD-I-O-LUS and use the same form for both singular and 
plural. It hurts to hear one say GLADIOLA or GLADIOLIS! 
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CUTTING BLOOM 


The gladiolus is essentially a cut flower. Ordinarily the blooms 
should be cut when the first flower opens. However, some varieties 
fade after cutting and are better if leit to open on the plant. When 
cutting, always leave four to six leaves on the plant to mature the 
bulb. By cutting down beiween the leaves you can get a good stem and 
still let most of the leaves remain on the plant.
